Mr. Fisher, leader of the Independenta, 
rose toa question of privilege. He held in 
his hand a copy of THz Cuicaco Trisune of 
March 26 and he proceeded to quote from a 
dispatch from Winnipeg, which contained an 
arbitrary statement signed with the name of 
the Premier; Thomas Greenway. He was 
perfectly satisfied that the Premier had never 
authorized any such glaring statement, but 
would like to hear his contradiction thereof. 

The Premier said in reply that he thou ght 
it hardly necessary for the government to dis- 
claith responsibility for the references of the 
newspapers of Eastern Canada, but when it 
came to being answerable also for the press 
of the whole United States it was a little too 
much.

LORD ABERDEEN IMPRESSES TUPPER. 


Unbroken Ministerial Front Necessary in 
the Manitoba Cri«i«, 

Ottawa, Ont., March 28.—[Special.]—In 
his representative capacity the Governor-Gen- 
eral is taking no part, in fact, is constitution- 
ally prevented from interfering in the present 
dissentions among members of his Cabinet. 
But Lord Aberdeen is nota disinterested 
spectator of a situation that threatened to de- 
velop into a political crisis. He recognizes 
that he must use his influence almost stealthi- 
ly, if at all, and he is undoubtedly in a quiet 
way bringing pressure to bear onthe differ- 
ent mem bers of the Cabinet. 

Last evening Sir Charles Hibbert Tupper 
dined at Government House and his Excel- 
lency, it is said. improved the occasion by 
impressing upon him the necessity of pre- 
serving an unbroken ministerial front, in 
view of the approaching session of Parlia- 
ment. Asa result of this exchange of ad- 
vices it ig said Tupper has decided to modify 
his termsof capitulation, and there is a strong 
probability that at tomorrow’s session of the 
Cabinet the breach will be healed. But upon 
one thing Tupper is still determined. He 
will abide by the principle of Federal inter- 
ference in the event of Manitoba’s refusal to 
grant justice to the Roman Catholics of Man- 
itoba as provided by the judgment of the law 
Lords of Britain. 

The Manitoba Governmeat has decided to 
play a waiting game. It will not deal with 
the Federal government order until May 9. 
Meantime Parliament will be in session and 
the government here will be obliged to state 
its policy in the event of Manitoba disre- 
garding the order. The question will be: 
Shall the Federal Parliament proceed to make 
laws to reéstablish separate schools in Man- 
oha? 

There is a disposttion on the part of the On- 
tario Cabinet Ministers toshirk the issue so 
as to satisfy the ultra-Protestant Conserva- 
tives, but Tupper demands a firm stand in 
favor of this Federal interference. If he re- 
enters the Cabinet it may be taken for granted 
that he has carried his point: One inevit- 
able result of this will be the resignation of 
the Orange representative in the government, 
N. Clarke Wallace, who up to the present has 
taken the ground thatthe government reme- 
dial order means nothing. 

Such is the situation which the Cabinet wail 
face at tomorrow’s meeting. Lord Aber- 
deen’s interest in the issue is such as to ren- 
der it im possible that in any event other than 
a party crisis in Eagland he could not think 
vf quitting hie post here at the present. He 
is not even pleased thas his departure should 
be hinted at, and expressed in positive terms 
today his disbelief in the rumor that he is 
likely to be recalled to take the Lord Lieu- 
tancy of Ireland. 


SAYS PREMIER BOWELL MAY RESIGN, 


Report from Montreal Announces a Possi- 
ble Sensation in the Government. 

Montreal, Que., March 28.—The general 
opinion here is that the present Conservative 
Government is tottermg. The rumor is again 
revived that Clark Wallace, the Controller of 
Customs, has also resigned. This would 
bring the matter of resignations to three, and 
men who ate in the secrets of the party say it 
would not surprise them if, under the circum- 
stances, Mackenzie Bowell, the Premier, 
would also resign. 


DESPERADOES GET A HOT RECEPTION.

Fort Smith, Ark., March 28.—Early this 
morning three desperadees—Sam McWil- 
liams, alias Verdigris Kid, George Sanders, and 
Sam Butler—rode into the Town of Bragg’s 
Station, I. T., and announced that they pro- 
posed to hold up the town.

As it was, when three patrol-wagon loads of 
policemen forced their way into the estab- 
lishment the three trustees were on the verge 
of hysterics, They were glad to see the offi- 
cers and under their protect wing. were 


| convéyed to places of safety. 


Mrs. Henrotin will not speedily forget her 
experience. 

Tho place was suddenly shrouded in dark- 
ness, said she, in describing the function, 
and the breaking of glass and crockery ware 
was heard in every part of the dining-room. 
I began to comprehend that the girls 
had again token out in riot and it 
did not make me relish my posi- 
tion at all. Lizzie’ Smith and some of 
her girl companions managed to get the 
matrons and Mrs. Harvey and Mrs. Holt, with 
myself, into @ corner and protected us from 
the more vicious of the frantic girls, Nothing 
could be heard in the room above the din and 
roar of breaking wood and falling glass. 

Lizzie Smith said the plot to smash the fur- 
niture in the dining-room and break all the 
crockery was hatched at secret meetings, and 


it was decided yesterday afternoon that as | 


the matton tapped her bell to dismiss the 
girls Lizzie Smith should rise and an- 
nounce it wag time for the fun to begin. At 
the last moment Lizzie’s place was taken by 
Rosa Schrier, 

Signal for Riot Given. 


The evening meal was just finished when, 
at the prearranged signal, the lights were put 
out, the tables were overturned and a great 
time ensued, The tables, chairs, and other 
furniture were smashed to kindling wood. 
Doors and windows were riddled and not a 
whole dish was left in the establishment. The 
thirty-four girls had absolute control for over 
an hour. — 

The numerbus matrons and other employés 
were powerless and aftera few feeble efforts 
to restrain them, the hysterical young rebels, 
they were allowed to continue their work of 
destruction until they quit from sheer ex- 
haustion. 

Several thousand people were attracted by 
the din raised by the girls. The excitement 
without was almost equal to the row within. 
All the telepliones in the neighborhood were 
busy for a half hour. Everybody was calling 
up all the police stations within a radius of 
three miles asking for a squad of: police te 
quell the riot, 

All sorts of exaggerated stories were cir- 
culated. Before the trouble was an hour old 
it was generally reported on the street that 
the girls had killed some of the matrons and 
that the police were afraid toenter. It was 
more than a halt hour before the first wagon- 
load of police arrived from the Thirty. fifth 
Street Station. Soon after another arrived 
from the Cottage Grove Avenue Station and 
the third fram Stanton avenue, When the 
police entered they found the girls in full 
possession but comparatively quiet. They 
begged to be taken to the police station. 

Rebels Are Overpowered.

SILL FOR OWNERS OF DOGS AND CATS. 


Mascoutah Kennel Club Asks the Legisla- 
tare for a New Law. 
Springtield, III., March 28.—Mr. Revell, 
unless objections are made, will introduce in 
the House and Mr, Crawford in the Senate to- 
morrowa bill brought here today by Presi- 
dent Bryson of the Mascoutah Kennel club 
of Chicago, It is a duplicate of bill passed 
by the New York Legislature, providing that 
a license of $2 shall be.paid og every dog or 
cat for the first year and $1 for every year 
thereafter. It does away with the muzzling 
of dogs. Whenever a dog or cat is found 
bearing a license tag the owner is at once 
notified. Instead of placing stray dogs in 
the charge of a poundmaster they are 
turned over to the Humane Society. A 
complete record is kept of all the animals 


seized, stating where seized, by whom, under 


what circumstances, and a 2 descrip- 
taon of the animal is taken. Licenses date 
from May 1 in each year and may be re- 
newed at the expiration of the term by pay- 
ment of $1 for each renewa!. Any person 
claiming a dog or cat seized under the pro- 
visions of this act shall be entitled to resume 
possession of the animal on payment of the 
sum of $3, provided, however, that no 
fee shall be charged for the redemption of 
licensed dogs that may be seized under this act. 
The Illinois Humane Society is empowered to 
carry out all the provisions of the 
act. Any person who shall interfere 
with any officer or agent of the society 
while in the performance of any duty 
enjoined by the act shall be deemed guilty of 
a misdemeanor and upon conviction shall 
pay a fine of not less than $25 nor more 
than $100, or be imprisoned for not less than 
ten days nor more than thirty days, or be 
punished by both fine and imprisonment. 


WANTS THE HOME INVESTIGATED. 


William H. Condon Makes Charges Before 
a Senate Committee.

Only a few days ago the 
head of the Agricultural Department un- 
earthed a scheme whereby Congressmen were 
defrauding the government by the sale of 
garden seeds, and now another feather should 
adorn his cap for tricking a coterie of stock 
speculators who the Secretary says have 
been in the habit of selling tips. It all grew 
out of a discrepancy in the figures for March 
wheat as furnished by correspondents from 
all over the country and those promulgated 
by the Department of Agriculture, Acvord- 
ing to figures obtained from State agents and 
others there were 154,000,000 bushels of 
wheat in the. United States, but the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture’s report only showed 
75,000,000. Thereupon the charge of ma- 
nipulating the figures was made against the 
department, and Secretary Morton did not 
deny it, but rather gloried in a trick he had 
played upon a couple of former employés of 
the Agricultural Department. 

These two men have been promulgating 
tips for grain speculators,’ remarked the 
Secretary, *‘ declaring they have inside means 
of getting information from the Department 
of Agriculture. It has been charged there is 
a leak in my department for some time. and 
I set a trap and caught two pretty emart men. 
Care was taken that 154,000,000 bushels 
should: be given as the wheat figures for 
March as a result of reports from State corre- 
spondents, and the piece of paper containing 
the figures was left where it would be accessi- 
ble. One day before the results were to be 
promu gated I received a telegram from Chi- 
cago saying the figures of my department the 
next day would be 154,000,000 bushels, and 
sure enough they were so listed at Chicago. 
But as a matter of fact the correct figures 
were nearer 75,000,000 bushels and my 
trick had worked very successfuily. 

There is à prospect, too, that other fig- 
ures obtained surreptitiously by any other 
questionable means rom the Department of 
Agriculture may prove equally unreliable in 
the future. @rrangements have been made 
to get from our correspondents, nearly 1,100 
in all, the same figures as those given the De- 
partment of Agriculture, and the operators 
have been trading upon this asa means for 
drawing custom. We will put an end to this 
soon, for we have made changes in forty-four

According to a report of the Statistician for 
the Department of Agriculture the corn crop 
of 1894 was the smallest reported in twenty 
years, and not since 1874 has the aggregate 
yield been so meager. From an area of 76.- 
000,000 ares planted only 62,500,000 
acres were harvested, the remainder having 
been cut for fodder or abandoned in conse- 
quence of drought and devastating winds. 
March 1, 1895, the merchantable corn crop 
of lilinois en hand aggregated 152,209,800 
bushels, vaiued at 654,795. 528, while the un- 
merchantable footed up 16,912,200 bushels 
with a valuation of $4.397,172. Notwith. 
standing the short crop farmers have not 
marketed their corn freely, believing it will 
command o higher price during the summer. 
Since Jan. 1 the weather has been severe. and 
stock required more feed than during the 
corresponding months of the three previous 
years. 

Wheat in farmers’ hands at the same time 
was estimated at 75,000,000 bushels, or 
39,000,000 bushels less than last year at the 
saine time. This exhaustion of farm reserve 
is found in a large measure to be due to the 
fact that great quantities has been fed to 
hogs and other stock. Returns from North 
and South Da«ota indicate unprecedented ex- 
haustion of last year’s crop, correspondents 
in many counties reporting not enough on 
hand for apri seed and necessary food 
supply. From Nebraska comes a demand 
from 30,000 families for an average of 1.31 
bushels a family for seeding purposes this 
spring. March 1, 1895, the stock on hand in 
Illinois aggregated 5,663.040 bushels. In 
nearly every county throughout Central and 
Southern Illinois some wheat has been feed 
to stock, yet the results were not sufficiently 
satisfactory to make it a general practice 
even among those who had wheat. The 
greater portion, ii not all, of what is now on 
hand will be consumed within the State. 

During 1894 the total production of wheat 
in North America was 515,488,000 bushels, 
an increase of 69,000,000 bushels over that 
of 1893. South America produced 104, 
000,000 bushele in the same year, the in- 
creasing product bemg due to the large ex- 
tension of the wheat area in Argentina and 
Uruguay. Europe produced nearly 70,000, 
000 bushels more wheat in 1894 than it did 
the preceding year. Asia showed a detrease 
of 13,000,000 bushels, and in Africa and 
Australasia the crop of 1894 was the largest 
in four years. For the last four years the 
world’s crop of wheat has been as follows: 
1894, estimated at '2,590,000,000 bushels, 
against 2,427,000,000 in 1893, 2,414,000,- 
000 in 1892, and 2,370,000,000 in 1891.

PREPARING SEAL REGULATIONS, 


Same Number of Skins as Last Year Will

Washington, D. C., March 28.—The prep- 
aration of regulations to govern the North 
American Commercial company in its opera- 
tions in the Bering Sea during the coming 
season is now in progress at the Treasury De- 
partment.

The news of the resignation of Sir Charies 
Tupper, the Canadian Minister of Justice, 
was received here with satisfaction by the 
friends of a vigorous poiicy to prevent the 
extermination of the seals, as Sir Charles, as 
a member of the Paris tribunal, bitterly an- 
tagonized regulations offered as essential to 
effectual protection of the sedis.

Authority is given to the Attorney-General 
to transfer to this United States Penitentiary 
such persons undergoing sentences of con- 
finement in State prisons and penitentiaries 
as can be conveniently accommodated at the 
Fort Leavenworth Penitentiary. Upon the 
request of the Attorney-General an officer of 
the army may be detailed to act tem porarily 
as Warden at the Fort Lea ven worth Peniten- 
tiary anda military guard may be continued 
on duty for not more than ninety days from 
July 1,1895. This proviso was inserted in 
the bill from the fact it was thought the 
services of the military might be necessary to 
enaole the proper transfer of designated 
Prisoners and property to the care and 
custody of the officers designated by the At- 
torney-General. 

One of Lamont's Plans. 

This Leavenworth prison plan has been a 
favorite idea with Secretary Lamont ever 
since he assumed control of the War Depart- 
ment and learned that the only prison the 
United States had is located in the State of 
Washington. His attention was invited to the 
fact that out of upwards of 500 prisoners 
confined in the military prison at Fort Leav- 
enworth only one-tenth could be classed as 
criminals deserving imprisonment. Nearly 
all the remainder of those in canfinement 
were soldiers under sentence by court-mar- 
tial for desertion and minor offenses, who 
filled the quota of the prison. 

After consultation with War Department 
officials who had made a study of the matter 
it was determined that the military prisoners 
could witha few exceptions be transferred 
to military posts and made to perforin labors 
which had hitherto been performed by en- 
listed men not under punishment. Grading, 
gardening, and other hard work about a gar- 
rison or military post could be performed by 
men charged with desertion and minor of. 
fenses and give the food men an opportunity 
to perform the services for which they were 
enlisted, All the drudgery of the post and 
garrison could be imposed upon the men un- 
der sentence of confinement and the effi. 
ciency of ‘the army would be increased by 
not compelling conscientious enlisted men to 
perform the labor of menials. 

Consequently the Secretary, of War sug- 
gested that the men at the Fort Leavenworta 
military prison be distributed over the United 
States at military posts, save in the case of 
hardeved habitual criminals, who did not 
deserve leniency. It was demonstrated in 
some cases there were men in confinement 
who had been guilty of serious Grimes, say in 
New York, and had drifted West and enlisted 
in the army in lowa or some other State and 
had drop back into a criminal groove, 
from which they could not or would not be 
extricated. 


Fer Court-Martial Convicts. 


This class of prisoners would be kept at the 
United States Penitentiary at Fort aven- 
worth and hence a clause was retained in the 
eundry civil bili providing for the imprison- 
ment of offenders convicted by any court- 
martial. When the Attorney-General takes 
charge of the Fort Leavenworth prison at the 
beginning of the fiscal year it is expected the 
inmates of the new United States institution 
will be recruited iargely from the States of 
Texas, Arkursas, Louisiana, Mississippi, A la- 
bama, Florida, Georgia. North and South 
Carolina, Tennessee, and Kentucky. 

When practicable United States convicts 
are imprisoned in the prisons of the States or 
Territories where tried. But in districts 
where there is no suitable prison or where the 
use of the local institution is not allowed the 
best arrangements possible have been made 
under the statutes authorizing thé Attorney- 
General to designate some suitable peniten- 
tiary in which prisoners may be confined. 
During the last year prisoners convicted in 
the United States courts in twenty States and 
Territories were taken to prisons of other 
States at a large cost for transportation and 
incidental expenses. 

In four prisons, Kings County and Albany 
County Penitentiaries, New York; Detroit 
House of Correction, and the Columbus Peni- 
tentiary, Ohio, June 30, 1894, there were 
confined 1,181 United States prisoners, near- 
ly all of whom were convicted in other dis- 
tricts. This was more than half of the total 
number in codfinement in all the prisons 
of the country. Most of these prisoners came 
from the Southern States the tern 
District of Texas and the Western District of 
Arkansas, which latter, owing to their con- 
tiguity to the Indien Territory, are known as 
reservoirs of crime. One detachment of prie- 
oners from the Eastern District of Texas 
numbered 56 persons charged * all sorts 
ot misdemeauors, and they sent to New 
York at great expense to the government. 


Where the Prisons Are. 


Just what prisons will be depleted of their 
occupants is stilla mooted question at the 
Department of Justice, but overcrowded con- 
ditions and insufficient accommodations wiil 
govern the Attorney-General in making selec- 
tions of convicts for Fort Lea ven worth 
Penitentiary. Nearly all the Western States 
have good prisons for the housing and care of 
convicts, but in many of them there are laws 
which prevent prisoners from other States 
being confined in their penal institutions. In 


the Southern States thnre isa preponderance, 


of stockade and camp prisons and the United 
States courts will not send prisoners to such 
places if it can be prevented. 

Consequeatly they are transferred north to 
the four institutions already named. But with 
the establishment of the Fort ven worth 
Penitentiary there will be a decided falling 
off in this respect for the Eastern and West- 
ern prisons.

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GOTHAM IN A GALE. 


PEDESTRIANS BOWLED: OVER BY 
HEAVIEST WIND IN 20 YEARS. 


Boats in the Bay Forced to Keep at An- 
chor, ea One Ventureseme Tag Is 
SunkeTelegraph Poles Laid Low for 
Miles and Plate-Glass Windows Blows 
In=John Bigelow, Whe Kilied Miss 
Thili and Himself, Believed to Be In- 
sane—General New York News. 


New York, March 28.—[{Special.]—The 
heaviest wind-storm since 1876 prevailed in 
this region today. High buildings were well 
tested, for the wind reached a velocity of sixty- 
five miles an hour between 9:50 and 9:55 
o'clock ‘this morning, the highest ever re- 
corded in this city with the exception of one 


day in March, 1876. 

The tug Mary A. Packer of the Lehigh Val- 
ley railway company sunk off Red Hook and 
one of its deckhands was drowned. The 
schooner Agricola was blown ashore at the 
foot of Thirty-fourth street, South Brooklyn. 
Its crew landed in safety. Men and women 
were bowled over on the streets. The United 
States training ship Alliance was in collision 
with the receiving ship Vermont at the Brook- 
lyn Navy. Yard, carrying away the jibboom of 
the former vessel. Tugboat men had to 
abandon all idea of hauling big craft. A num- 
ber of sailing vessels, deeply loaded, that were 
anchored on the upper bay awaiting tug-boats 
to haul them to the piers were obliged to re- 
main at ancaor. Several had to resort to the 
second bower to prevent dragging. 

At 11 o'clock the wind varied between fifty- 
eight and sixty miles an hour, and at noon it 
registered between fifty-five and sixty miles, 
showing a sligh: decrease. but not enough to 
make it less than a gale. It prevailed all 
along the Middle Atlantic and New England 
coast, and was accompanied by fair weather 
generally. Down in Wall street the conditions 
were strangely different from any other por- 
tion of the city. There were nosigns ofa 
heavy wind noticed and it was warm and 
pleasant. The same was true of the upper 
part of Broad street. ; 

The big piate-giunss window in Manquat'se 
te store, No. 62 West One Hundred and 

wenty-fifth street, was blown in by the force 
of the wind and destroyed. Telegraph poles 
in many of the streets and avenues were 
blown over. On Washington Heights trees 
were uprooted and poles torn from the street. 
On Amsterdam avenue from One Hundred 
and Thirty-eighth to One Hundred and Six- 
tieth streets nearly every telephone pole was 
down. The wind this evening was only blow- 
ing at a rate of thirty-six miles an hour. 

Halifax, N. S., March 28.—A heavy easter- 
ly gale with snow has prevailed throughout 
Nova Scotia today and is still raging. orth 
Bay is full of ice and the ice extends in a solid 
field as far as the eye can reach from the 
northern entrance. Wild fowl are oy the ice 
in great numbers.

BELIEVE BIGELOW WAS INSANE, 


Murderer of Mias Tun Had Been an In- 
mite of Two Asviums. 

New York, March 28.—[Special.]—There 
was plenty of evidence today that John B.ge- 
low, who murdered Amie Thill yesterday and 
then killed himself, was insane. He had 
been confined six months in the Middletown, 
N. Y., asylum, leaving there about a year 
ago. He had been three times an insane in- 
mate of Bloomingdale Asylum. The mur- 
dered girl had been warned by her friends 
that Bigelow had, in the parlance of the theat- 
rical profession, wheels in his head.“ but 
she had scoffed at the warnings and contin- 
ued to receive his visits. 

Bigelow’s insanity is said to have resulted 
from Roman fever, from, which he suffered in 
his childhood. He had told Edward Connor, a 
friend, last Saturday of his thoughts of kill- 
ing himself, going as far as to show Connor 
where to place a pistol in order to cause death 
instantly. Young Bigelow is known to have 
quarreled with his father on this last visit, 
and the pair had hot words while going down 
in the elevator together. Whether tne son 
had gone to his father for money is not 
known. Mr. Bigelow Sr. is a prosperous 
lawyer here, 

Miss Mary Thill, a sister of the murdered 
girl, arrived today from Erie, Pa., in com- 
pany with a member of Dicxson’s ‘ Pards”’ 
company. She reached the Falk Building at 
2:30 o'ciock this afternoon and retired to her 
room immediately. She refused to be inter- 
viewed, She found awaiting her arrival a 
number of letters of condolence from artists. 
Later Miss Thiil sent word that she would 
take the body of her sister to Minneapolis on 
the 6 o’clock train. 

The father and mother of the girl are 
French, from the Province of Champagne. 
Aunee, a friend of the family said today, was 
an heiress to the wine estate of a wealthy un- 
cle. The father was at one time a petty offi- 
cer in the French army. 

Minneapolis, Min., March 28.— Mme. 
Thill said today Bigelow was an old friend of 
the family and had known Aimee for several 
years. e knew her, in fact, before she went 
on the stage, having met her in Minneapolis. 
Bigelow was much in love with the girl, but 
she steadly rejected any nearer relation than 
that of a friend. Her great ambition was to 
succeed on the stage, and she had no desire 
or intention of marrying. She had gone to 
New York to realize her —— and not to 
marry, said her mother. If she had desired 
marriage she had had numerous opportuni- 
ties in Minneapolis, as she wasa gir) of singu- 
lar beduty. It was partly through Bigelow’s 
influence that she had obtained a place in the 
Drew company. 


YOUTH KILLS HIMSELF FOR LOVE, 


Cast Off by His Sweetheart Adolph Meyer 
Dies in Her Presence. : 

New York, March 28.—([Special.]—Another 
love-mad youth has killed himself in the per- 
son of Adolph Meyer, 19 years old, address 
unknowa, who shot himself to death in the 
presence of his sweetheart, Edith Miller, at 
No. 164 West One Hundred and Third 
street, today. Meyer was introduced to Miss 
Miller some months ago by her brother and 
became devoted in his attentions. He grew 
so ardent Miss Miller requested him not to 
come again.

ST AUGUSTINE, FLA., SWEPT BY FIRE. 


Forty-nine Residences and Business 
. Houses Destroyed. 

St. Augustine, Fla., March 28.— The north- 
western portion of this city was swept by fire 
this afternoon, destroying forty-nine _resi- 
dences and business houses, besides several 
smaller structures, entailing a loss of $100.,- 
000, with little insurance, A large portion 
of the residences destroyed were owned by 
poor people, and many families are homeless 
tonight. Altogether the fire swept clear seven 
blocks thickly covered with houses, some of 
them fine residences. The fire started in T. 
A. Master's blacksmith shop. The Ponce de 
Leon and other big hotels sent their fire 
equipments, and Col, Bainbridge sent both 
companies of the Third Artillery, United 
States Regulars, to assist in fighting the fire. 
Many tourists at the hotels also rendered as- 
sistance.

SWIFT’S WINNING CAMPAIGN. 

The course pursued by George B. Swift dur- 
ing the campaign is gaining him friends on 
every hand. He has canvassed all parts. of 
the city. He has spoken to tens of thousands 
of voters. During the weeks of incessant 
activity he has alienated nobody and has 
strengthened himself-in every quarter. 

He has not made high-flown addresses, but 
has talked to the people in a plain, straight- 
forward, business-like manner. He has given 
most of them information about the financial 
condition of the city they never had before. 
He has pointed out to them what is wrong in 
the management of city affairs and how he 
proposes to remedy it. Having city matters 
at his fingers’ ends, he has been able to talk 
intelligently and interestingly. Instead of 
remarking vaguely, like his opponent, that 
he was for reform, he has pointed his finger 
to the places where reform was needed and 
has told just how he proposed to bring it 
about. He has epoken of the diseases of the 
- body politic like an intelligent physician and 
Wenter like a quack. 

Mr. Swift’s campaign has been a dignified 
one, He has not attacked Mr. Wenter or 
any one else, He has dealt with measures, 
not men. Perfect courtesy and dignity have 
marked all his titterances. His competitor 
started out on a different tack. He thought 
he would be helped by assailing Mr. Swift. 
He seems to have been shamed into an ob- 
servance of the properties, for of late he has 
refrained from vituperation and stuck to 
harmless and unmeaning generalities. 

Mr. Swift has said on every occasion that 
he wants a non-partisan police force, and that 
it is his intention to keep politics out of the 
City-Hall. The people believe him for sev- 
eral reasons, one of which is that he is tne 
candidate of a united party which is heartily 
in favor of reform. They do not believe Mr. 
Wenter’s protestations, for he is the candidate 
of that faction of his party to which reform 
is peculiarly odious. 

Swift’s campaign has satisfied the people 
that he can and will give them a good city 
government. That is why the majority of 
the German-Americans are for him, They do 
not prefer a poor Mayor toa good one be- 
cause the former can talk German and the 
latter cannot. The Democrats are doing a 
good deal of bragging at this time, and they 
say that 80 percent of the German-Amer- 
ican vote will be cast for Wenter, because he 
can make speeches in two languages. They 
will know better Tuesday.

Nevertheless at first the Mayor 
kept himself out of the campaign. Mr. Wen- 
ter declared that every tub should stand on 
its own bottom arid that he intended to run 
on hig own record and not that of the person 
whose successor he hoped to be. 

The object of this wag transparent enough. 
It was felt by the Democrats that Hopkins 
was too heavy a load to carry. Therefore at 
the outeet he and all the men prominentiy 
identified with the disreputable machine gov- 
ernment of the last year and a half kept in 
the background. It was thought that might 
hood wink the voters and induce them to be- 
lieve that Wenter if elected would not be con- 
trolled by the men to whom he unquestiona- 
bly owed his nomination.

Every voter in Chicago who believes in con- 
jucting the affairs of the city upon a business 
and not upon & partisan basis, who is in favor 
of the adoption and the enforcement of the 
new civil service law, and who is in favor of 
letting George B. Swift manage the city bus- 
mess and carry out the requirements of the 
law, as he has promised to do in case he is 
elected, should attend the meeting at Central 
Music Hall tonight. The meeting will have 
no reference to politics. It is to be a repre- 
sentative citizens’ meetings Its object is to- 
be the advocacy of good government. 

Republicans, Democrats, Mugwumps, Pop- 
uliste, auy and every man who has the best 
interests of the city at heart, can go and 
should go to this meeting. The promoters of 
the meeting are those good citizens who Go 
not believe that national party politics of the 
Hopkins-Wenter sort have anything to do 
with the administration of municipal affairs, 
or that a man nominated by the same gang 
which has been running the present city gov- 
ernment can rise superior to his surround- 
ings. They believe that with the adoption of 
the civil service law and with George B. 
Swift to carry it out Chicago can be redeemed 
from her present disgraceful condition, the 
people have a non-partisan police, honesty 
and business methods in all the departments, 
clean streets and alleys, a larger degree of 
individual protection against the criminal 
classes, economy in tne management of the 
city finances—in a word, something like an 
ideal business government in the place of the 
present corrupt partisan machine domi- 
nation.

The impression seems to prevail in some of 
what may be called the American wards of 
this city that Mr. Swift will be elected next 
Tuesday anyway, and therefore it is of no use 
to turn out and vote for him. This may prove 
to be a costly mistake if any great number of 
the friends of uw and order omit to take the 
trouble to vote because they think their votes 
are not needed. Every vote will be wanted, 
and ought to be cast, There ought to be no 
laggards, no stay-at-homes, no risking of suc- 
cess to the bad element by reason of unwill- 
ingness to go to the polis on election day 
and act the part of a true American citizen. 

The greatest danger from this cause is in 
such wards as the Second, Third, Fourth, 
Fifth, Eleventh, Twelfth, and Twenty-fifth, 
where there is a relatively large American 
population. The people of these wards have 
invited defeat to the principles of good gov- 
erument in former years by keepmg away 
from the polls, while the boodling and other- 
wise bad element railied to its support every 
voter that could pe counted as on their; side 
either through sympathy or ignorance, But 
for the apathy of men who wish for good 
government but will not take the trouble to 
vote for it the city would have been saved 
from demagogic misrule many times in the 
past. Yet these men are the ones to grumble 
most loudly when the vicious element has 
prevailed in consequence of their keeping 
away from the polls where they ought to 
have voted for good men, If they are guilty 
of like inaction this time they may find the 
chains of present corrupt methods in legisla- 
tive and administrative office bound more 
firmly around them, and all the more diffl. 
cult to shake off when a little further intensi- 
fication renders them absolutely unendur- 
able, 

It is the duty of every voter who is a friend 
of honesty in the municipal affairs of this 
city to make up his mind beforehand that he 
will go the polls early next Tuesday to vote 
for Swift for Mayor and for the best men who 
are candidates for other offices. They shouid 
so arrange their affairs that they will not only 
be able todo this but have a little time to 
spare in urging lukewarm friends to go and 
do likewise, Theh there will be no mistake, 
and if the good men happen to have a large 
majority of the votes it will be all the more 
encouragement to them to go ig and do their 
full duty for the taxpayers and other citizens.

TINKERING THE ANTI-TRUST LAW. 

The last General Assembly passed a very 
rigid law on the subject of trusts. All com- 
binations to create restrictions in trade, to 
limit or increase production, to increase or 
reduce prices, to prevent competition, to fix 
maximum or minimum prices, or to do any- 
thing to preclude free and unrestricted com- 
petition in the sale or transportation uf any 
commodity are expressly forbidden, 

It is proposed now to exempt: one class of 
individuals from the provisions of the law 
and let them combine to their hearts’ con- 
tent. A bili has been introduced and report- 
ed on favorably declaring that— 


In the manufacture or production of articles ) 
the cost of which is mainly made up of the wages 
paid employés it shall not be uniawful for per- 
sons, firms, or corporations doing business in 
this State toenter into joint arrangements of any 
sort, the principal object and effect of which is 
to maintain or increase wages. 


This is designed for the benefit of the coal 
miners and the mine-owners. The latter say 
that if they are allowed to combine they can 
pay the men better wages. ‘They can do it 
only because by reason of their combinations 
they will be in a position where they 
can exact higher prices for their product 
from the consumers. That is not the way the 
mine-owners put it, however. They say that 
if allowed to combine they can kill off reck- 
less competition, which leads to unreasona- 
bly low prices and to too low wages. They 
talk muchas do the railroad men who ask

ments after it nas declared them illegal. 
The rigid anti-trust law of this State does 
nut seem to Hive accomplished much as yet. 
It may have prevented the creation of some 
new trusts, but it has broken up no old ones. 
Nevertheles it isan expression of the public 
sentiment in favor of competition and against 
combination. It is proposed now to abandon 
the principle of the act in certain cases where 

the cost of producing an article is mai 
made up of the wages paid em! ert 
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that other cor carrying on other 
businesses will not be able to avail themselves

The bill says a trust is not objectionable if 
its “ principal object and effect is to maintain 
or increase wages.” All the trusts claim 
that one effect of combination is to increase 
wages in some instances and to maintain 
them in others, If the law is changed so as 
tosay that combinations are lawful when 
wage raising or maintaining is the principal 
effect aimed at, the trusts are ready to say 
that that is the great purpose for which they 
com bine. | 7

to insure the necessary plant being on the 
ground within fifteen days and that the streets 
would be swept and kept clean in full ac- 
cordance with the terma and specifications of 
the contract. With this guarantee offered by 
him Mr. Reebie was willing to agree to do 
the work for $15.50 per mile, though Burke 
hada contract at $17 for last year and 
averred he did not get enough money out of 
itto content him.

Tun full text of the British ultimatum to 
Niearagua hag been received in Washington.

The coldest days of the winter are still 
here, but lovely stuffs are now shown in the 
shops for spring and summer. The crepons 
are called so for lack of a better name, as 
the character of the material has changed 
entirely since We first thought its crinkled 
surface so pretty and so novel. Now the cre- 
pon is as varied as the chameleon. It is so 
loosely woven in squares and checks thata 
small space is seen in the center of the 
square, and this material in gray-green, 
showing a pink silk lining underneath, 
makes a charming spring costume; it gives 
the appearance of dots of pink half obscured, 
and with a black satin waist and neck band 
a more charmingly simple and yet effective 
gown would be difficult to find. Passing 
through Paris a week ago, says a London 
correspondent, a dressmaker showed me a 
gown just finished and being packed to send 
to Otero, the beautiful Spanish dancer, who 
is spending the winter at Monte Carlo. Otero 
is the Goddess of the dressmakers and the 
despair of her less fortunate sisters and em- 
ulators who desire—if not to follow in her 
footsteps—to at least follow her fashions. 

Otero is a real beauty, and a beauty to 
adorn all the vagaries of fashion. Her face 
is a pure oval, her forehead low and broad, 
her nose refined if unintellectual in shape, 
and her mouth is like a red rosebud, and is 
enhanced in seductiveness by a round pink 
chin underneath. She has the very figure 
that fashion demands; she looks slender to 
thinness in the daytime and plump and 
round in the evening in her decollete gowns, 
She has what the French call so aptly fausse 
maigre—that is, she is so round and so ad- 
mirably proportioned that she appears thin 
when she is only classic. She has as many 
or more gowns than Queen Elizabeth, and 
the one in question was a crepon of dark 
green; it looked almost like a moire silk, it 
was 80 satin-like and changeable in appear- 
ance. The skirt was full and finished by a 
uoise blue velvet, jeweled 
with green spangles. The badice was quite 
simple, and the tightly-fitting neckband and 
sleeves were finished by the dantiest of lit- 
tle white cuffs and collars. 

The shape of the collar and cuffs is exactly 
like those so fascinatingly worn by widows. 
But they were made of linen cambric in clus- 
ters of tucks with lace insertion in between, 
end the bottom was finished by a small lace 


worn very much during the spring and sum- 
mer, They are most easily laundered, and 
they have a sort of Puritan coquettishness 
exactly suited to certain prim styles of beau- 
ty. 1 predict for them in England a great 
vogue. Many of the new crepons are cre- 
pons boucli—that is, crepons with knots and 
loops of a contrasting color of mohair, dam- 
son color with blue, olive green with white, 
blue with pink, etc. These are among the 
real novelties of the coming season. Tailors 
are varying the short round basque with 
full skirts, and box-pleats will again be used 
in both coats and round waists. Two pleats 
in front and back alike, beginning on the 
shoulders and tapering to the waist, or else 
one broad double box-pleat down the middle 
of the front and back, are favorite styles at 
present with the dressmakers. Tailors pre- 
fer the Norfolk jacket with three pleats 
belted in. Another fancy is for a shallow 
round or square yoke with the fullness of 
the waist attached in either three or five 
box-pleats. 


Pretty Dresses for Lady Cyclist, 

In that excellent new paper for women,the 
Lady Cyclist, the first number of which dis- 
plays a variety and interest that augur well 
for the future, are several “fetching’’ cos- 
tumes for feminine wheelers. The first is an 
Eton jacket with loose bishop sleeves, made 
to open and close in front with clasps. This 
will be found very convenient for this time 
of the year, as the March winds are apt to 
chill one if riding with an open jacket. A 
sleeveless blouse is worn beneath, a sepa- 
rate basque is cut out in two pieces and fast- 
ened with safety hooks in front, to which 
the Eton jacket is attached holds on. A strap 
or elastic, which passes under the shoe, is 
then sewn to the inside of the ter, the 
bottom edge is turned in, and a double row 
of stitching run around; this should be done 
very neatly, Judgment should be used in 
the choice of material—a soft cloth or tweed, 
preferably all wool and of a dark tobacco 
color, is the best.

VENEZUELA SAID TO BE A VOLCANO, 


Story of an Outbreak That Is Being 
Pianned by Wiild-Eyed Rebels. 

New York, March 28.— Special.] — Gen. J. 
I. Pulido, ex-Minister of the Cabinet and exile 
from Venezuela, arrived here yesterday on the 
Prins William IV. Since the accession to 
power of Crespo in Venezuela Gen. Pulido 
has been in retirement at Curacoa. The ar- 
rival here of the General would have caused 
little comment had it not been accom- 
panied by a story that his visit was 
to put the finishing touches to the 
plot against the peace and power of the pres- 
ent Venezuelan administration. The tale tol 
in connection with his arrival is that he ha 
come to confer with the Venezuelan refugees 
in New York and Brooklyn, and that when 
they have met and discussed their plans he 


will proceed to France to perfect final ar- 


rangements. These plans are said to include 
the purchase of a light-draft gunboat and 
the munitions of war for a considerable army 
of revolutionists. It is also said revo- 
lutionary societies are actively at work 
in the center of Venezuela, that they have 
an abundance of arms, that when the word is 
passed they will break into open conflict. 
With a gunboat of modern build and arma- 
ment the revolutionary party in Venezuela 
would have a decided advantage, since Crespo 
possesses nothing in the way of a navy, save 
a few miserable underpowered tugs, bolstered 
up with boiler iron shields.

. Peace Envoys Were Attacked in Japan 
Li Hang Chang Better. 

London, March 29.—A dispatch to the 
Times from St. Petersburg says the Cron- 
stadt Naval Gasette says twenty-one Russian 
men-of-war, including come of the largest in 
the pavy, are now in Chinese waters. The 
Novoe Vremya urges the government to oc- 
cupy the Pescadore Islands in order to pro- 
vide accommodation for a large squadron of 
warships. 

The Nagasaki and Pekin correspondents of 
the Times comment upon the war frenzy that 
pervades the Japanese people and say this 
shows the wisdom of the Chinese in having 
wished to conduct peace negotiations outside 
ot Japan. 

Both correspondents add that Gustave Det- 
ring and the other Chinese peace envoys were 
attacked while they were in Japan, though 
the assaults upon them were less serious than 
the one upon Li Hung Chang. The envoys 
maintained silence in regard to the attacks in 
order to avoid embittering the situation. 

A special dispatch from Shanghai says 
thousands of Japanese landed at Haichow, on 


1 the coast of the Province of Kiangsu, in 


which province Shanghai is situated. The 
Chinese resisted, but were defeated with 300 
killed. The movement foreshadows an ad- 
vance on Nankin. 

Shimonoseki, March 28.—The health of 
Viceroy Li Hung Chang has so far improved 
that it is expected the conference be- 
tween him and the Japanese officials look ing 
to the conclusion of peace between China 
and Japan will be resumed rext week. The 
Japanese will bombard Taku, on the Island 
of Formosa, tomorrow. 

Washington, D. C., March 28.—The Jap- 
anese legation has made an inquiry into the 
report that some one connected with the lega- 
tion had received a private dispatch announc- 
ing that Li Hung Chang’s condition was 
really serious, It appears that an attaché of 
the Japanese legation talking with an 
attaché of another legation in the city 
was totally misunderstood, the man to whom 
he spoke believing information had been re- 
ceived at the legation of the precarious con- 
dition of the Chinese Envoy. Mutual expla- 
nations have since followed and the diplomat 
who misunderstood the statement of the Jap- 
anese attaché is chagrined to find he is au- 
thority for a sensational story about the phys- 
ical condition of Li Hung Chang. 

Peoria, III., March 28.—Capt. Philo Norton 
McGiffin, who commanded the Chinese war- 
ship Chen Yuen ana who was captured with 
his vessel at Wei Hai Wei, has at length been 
heard from by his anxious relatives, of whom 
one residesin this city.

ANOTHER AWFUL TALE OF ARMENIA, 
* 


London Times Has the Results of a 
Thorough Investigation of the Horrors, 
London, March 29.—The Times publishes 

along report on the Armenian atrocities 

written by a competent and trustworthy man, 
who made a personal investigation on the 
spot. This report was written in January, 
but only arrived in London yesterday. The 

writer says he is convinced that both in 1893 

and 1894 the Turkish Government gave 

both oral and written orders to the 

Kurds to attack the Armenians, prom- 

ising them the booty and relieving them 

of responsibility for the consequences, 

In the first attack made upon them the 

Armenians defeated the Kurds. Undoubtedly 

but for Turkish help the Kurds would have 

been unable to have gained a permanent vic- 

tory. The Kurds in the earlier skirmishes did 

not harm women and children. Even when 

incited by the Turks they did little in compar- 
ison with the latter. The account proceeds to 
confirm the pit incident, and the report of the 

Governor of Bitlis reading at Diellyegoozan 

the Sultan’s firmin ordering the Kurds 

to destroy the disaffected villages, 
sparing nothing, for their Sultan and prophet. 

This occured in the middle of August, and the 

massacres which followed beggar all descrip- 

tion. The Occidentals of the nineteenth 
century cannot comprehend it. Youths were 
bound, covered with brushwood, and burned 
alive, Others were hacked to pieces, At 

Shenig a house filled with fifty men, women, 

and children was set on fire and all were 

cremated. The officers forced their men to 
acts of cruelty from which the latter shrank. 

A young priest at Dalvorig persuaded seventy 

of his followers to yield. 

Thrown on Bayonets. . 

They were ordered to dig a trench, and 
when enough earth had been thrown up all 
were hacked to pieces and cast into the trench. 
Priests suffered horrible deaths. One was 
thrown into the air and allowed to fall on a 
number of bayonets that had been stuck up- 
right in the ground. 

Commenting editorially upon this report 
the Times admits that owing to the obstacles 
Turkey has thrown in the way the report, 
from which the most revolting details have 
been excluded, lacks the quatities demanded 
by the scientist ana historian, but when Tur- 
key has had the benefit of every considera. 
tion that research, crippled by its own action, 
allows us to conceive, the indictment goes un- 
answered and assails the entire system of 
Turkish rule.

menia revently telegraphed another version 
of the story concerning the death pit at Djel- 
leygoozan. He said the refugees on Mount 
Andok were inveigled back to thé village in 
the assurance that the authorities desired the 
reéstablishment of peace in the district. 
Hearing this Priest Ohaunes went with 300 
persons to the camp, where they were well re- 
eeived. They were asked to remain a few 
hours in the camp. Meanwhile soldiers were 
busily digging a pit behind the house of a 
Village elder, a man named Bedo. At 6 
o’clock in the evening Priest Ohannes was 
taken and the cross and the gospel were flung 
at his feet and he was ordered by the Turkish 
officer to trample on them. He refused and 
the officer ordered the soldiers to gouge out 
his eyes. 

Then they gave him a pocket handkerchiet 
and commanded him to dance. Next Ar. 
meniane were distributed among the soldiers 
and killed with bayonets and flung into the

ENGLAND’S OLDEST OFFIUER DEAD, 


Field Marshal Sir Patrick Grant Passe 
Away .Full of Honors. 

London, March 28.—Field Marshal Sir 
Patrick Grant, Governor of Chelsea Hospital 
and the oldest officer in the British army, is 
dead. 

[Sir Patrick Grant was born in 1804, and en- 
tered the service of the East India company in 
1820. During the Gwalior campaign of 1843844 
he served as Captain on the staff of Sir Hugh 
Gough. He fought as Adjutant-General in the 
Sutlej campaign of 184540 and was severely 
wounded. He had three horses shot under him. 
He was made Brevet Colonel anda C. B. As Ad- 
jutant-General he followed Lord Gough through 
the Punjaub campaign. At the conclusion of 
the campaign he was made an aide-de-camp to 
the Queen with the rank of Colonel. In 1849.50 
he served in Sir Charles Napier’s campaign 
against the hill tribes of Kohat. In 1856, as 
Major-General and K. C. B., he was appointed 
Commander-in-Chief of the Madras army. In the 
first days of the Indian mutiny Sir Patrick went 
to Calcutta as Acting Commander-in-Chief of 
Bengal. At the close of the mutiny he was re- 
warded with the Grand Cross of the Bath. In 
October, 1885, he was appointed Colonel of the 
Royal Horse Guards and Gold Stick in Waiting 
and in 1888 he was created a Field Marshal in 
the British army.] i

RECALLS AN OLD SPANISH INCIDENT, 


Interesting Story in Which Caleb Cushing 
and Castille Figure. 
Washington, D. C., March . [Special. 
With the advent of the new Spanish min- 
istry there is a revival of an interestihg 
diplomatic story in which Caleb Cushing ae. - 
ured prominently, together with Se 
Canovas del Castillo, who was then, as now, 
the Spanigh Premier. It was in 1875, when 
Mr. Cushing was United States Minister at 
Madrid and the Virginius and Cuba confis¢a- 
tion cases were points at issue between this 
country and Spain. For more than five 
years the United States had been endea vor- 
ing to get satisfaction for these cases, hut 
the procrastinating spirit of the Spanish 
grandees was rampant and nothing could be 
‘accomplished. Finally, however, a on- 
servative ministry, with Canovas at its 
head, was installed at the time King Alfonso 
was proclaimed as the rightful owner of the 
throne of Spain. 
This was a good opportunity for Mr. Cugh- 
ing, and he did not negléct it. After cau- 
tiously feeling his way with the new Prem ler 
he intimated that if the Virginius and Cuba 


matters could be settled promptly there 


would be no question about the prompt rec- 
ognition by the United States of the claims 
of Alfonso. This bait proved too much for 
thé S Spanish Premier, and he threw procras- 
tination to the winds and proceeded to settle 
matters with the United States in accord- 
ance with the demands of the diplomatic 7 * 
resentative at Madrid.

PEOULIAB OHARGES FOR BXAMINA- 
™ MADE BY THE AUDITOR. 


Traveling Expenses from Springfield and 
Return Turned In to the Banks Even 
When the Examjuer Kmpleyed Lives 
in ChicagomOne Case Where a Few 
Hours’ Work Was Strang Out Over 
Three Days at $10 a „ tor the Bank 
to P. 1. 

If Representative Jones 3 in having 
Auditor Gore’s office investigated the legis- 
lative committee assigned to the task will be 
able to learn that banks as well as building 
and loan associations have grumbled at the 
expense of Mr. Gore’s examinations. One 
bank refused to pay the bill rendered for the 
last State examination of its affairs and 
threatened to start an agitation among the 
State banks to resist money charges which in 
themselves were of small consequence to the 
banks, but of importance, it was declared, be- 
cause of the wrong principle underlying 
them. 

Mr. Gore’s supervision of the banks proba- 
bly involves less labor than do his duties as to 
the building and loan associations. There are 
fewer banks, It is Mr. Gore’s custom to send 
one examiner to scrutinize affairs at the vari- 
ous periods selected, instead of two as in the 
cases of building and loan associations. The 
bank is charged for his services at the rate of 
$10 per day. There is an extra charge of 
traveling expenses for the examiner from 
Springfield and back again. It is alleged that 
the public officer who pays railroad fare is a 
rare bird. Whether this is true or not the 
*item of railroad fares appears. It has seemed 
curious that it should do so in the bills-ren- 
dered Chicago banks. The Auditor's exam- 
iner who Visits the Chicago institutions is a 
Chicago man, has an office here, and was 
chosen for the position partly because of his 
residence in this city. 

„The examiner,” said a bank officer yester- 
day, usually goes through the affairs of a 
number of the city banks one after another. 
Each one pays the traveling expenses. If he 
finishes here and goes across the street to an- 
other institution it pays the traveling expenses 
from the capital and back, I suppose, just as 
we have done.“ 

There are nearly twenty-five State banks in 
Chicago which are examined. One of them, 
a rich and important institution, was exam- 
ined afew months ago by Mr. Gere's man. 
He spent three hours one day and a few more 
hours the next and scarcely any time the 
third. A bill Vor three days’ labor and the 
traveling expenses was rendered, The Presi- 
dent of the institution, who is a careful man, 
suid he wouldn't of for wurk that hadn’t 
deen performed. A sharp correspondence be- 
tween him and the Auditor ensued. One day 
the hank President walked over to the Presi- 
dent of one of the biggest State banks and 


proposed together they inaugurate 
a movement against Mr. Gore's way 
of charging for labor not performed or 


unnecessarily protracted at $10 per diem. It 
was contrary to business ethics, he said, to 
permit such a practice. The President of the 
last institution told his caller his bank had 
reason to complain, but said the money was 
of small consequence, and not worth a row in 
the course of which scandals might be devel- 
oped. So the matter was dropped. But the 
bill is still unpaid. 

In the cases of some of the banks which 
combine a trust business, it is alleged, exam- 
inations of the two departments have been 
made separately and charged for separately. 

It has cost us about $150 for examina- 
tions in the last year, said an officer of one 
of the companies, “There is no complaint 
against the fitness of the examiner. We pay 
him and furnish him a memerandum, which, 
I suppose, he forwards to Springfield. We 
3 t care particularly about the bill, only 

the charge for traveling expenses seems odd 
when the examiner happens to be a fixture in 
Chicago.

The central upright, extending from 
the wheel to the seat, is on a slight inciine 
and must necessarily help propel the wheels, 
thus reducing the draftto the minimum. A 
sureingle supports and steadies the shafts, 
and straps running from it to the pockets that 
inclose the ends of the shafts keep the sulky 
from running faster than the horse. 

The only n ities in the way of harness 
are the breastplate, the surcingle and the 
bridle, leaving the utmost freedom to the 
shoulders and the chest, as well as to the 
lungs by reason of less tightening of the 
girth. If the horse rears or otherwise misbe- 
haves, the sulky must go up with him, and if 
he makes a sidewise movement, he must land 
the sulky where he lands himself, with no 
danger of dishing the wheel.

He Rushes into Court and Demands Pro- 
tection When the Virginia Fire-Eater 
Seeks Satisfaction for an Alleged In- 
sult During the Trial of a Case at In- 
diana polis Each Faction Accuses the 
Other of Burning the Polish church at 
Omaha- Northwest News. 

Indianapolis, Ind., March 28.—- [Special.]

Judge Woods admonished Harrison to re- 
main quiet, and the case went on. After ad- 
journment Harrison left the room, and Wise, 
gathering up his papers, started out after 
him. In a few minutes Harrison, consider- 
ably excited, came back into the room and 
demanded protection of the court from Wise, 
but made no explanation. Wise followed 
him back and said: I only demknded an 
apology from you and this you gave by run- 
ning away and placing yourself under the 
protection of this court.” 

Judge Woods quieted the men down and 
the affair was soon over. It is asserted by 
another lawyer in the case that Wise would 
have chastised Harrison had he not placed 
himself under the protection ot Judge 
Woods.

Shall Married Women Teach in Public 
Schools? 
Chicago, March 28.—{ Editor of The Tribune. ] 
This is a broad question and worthy of discus- 
sion. A bill has been presented to the Legis- 
lature of Illinois enacting that present married 
people now teaching in public schools be in- 
eligible to appointment and that no other mar- 
ried persons be employed. The ground given for 
presenting this bill is that there are many young 
unmarried people who need the salary, which 
would help to support them, while the married 
women ought to be supported by their husbands. 
Is this true, that unmarried le are more 
needy than the married aref Ik this is your 
opinion listen. A woman may be left witha 
family of children to support. She may be per- 
fectiy qualified for teaching, and yet shall the 
unmarried girl have eas over this needy 
and deserving one? The young may be capable 
of teaching, but other avenues are open to them, 
while to a middieaged woman such places 
are cloged, and the school-room may be the 
only way in which she may earn a livelihood. 
Another example of need, which I know per- 
sonally,-is of a person whose husband is a total 
wreck physically and unable to do anything to 
support family. This woman is very efficient 
in school teaching, and holds a position in one 
of the best schools in Chicago. Shail she be ex- 
cluded because younger people want her posi- 
tion? For the following, among other reasons, 
married women should be allowed to teach in 
public schools:

West Adams street. Gorgeously painted 
cages and wagons are distributed in differ- 
ent parts of the first floor, and any prospect- 
ive bidder may inspect the animals there. 
Edward Ballinger, the Sheriff's custodian, 
was busy all the afternoon looking after his 
charges. e 

“If anybody wants a pet bear,“ he said, 
Ve have four or five of them here which I 
think would replace the best watchdog in 
town. If bears won't do we can supply them 
with eight lions, or if something fiercer is 
wanted we have two gentle tigers who will 
tear a burglar in pieces in a most thorough 
manner.

While he was speaking the lions roared 
and the thirty odd boarhounds barked until 
the roof of the building seemed to shake. In 
the menagerie is included a lot of the most 
playful monkeys one could find in a day’s 
travel. Then, too, there is a fair-sized ele- 
phant, Shetland ponies, horses, leopards, 
and a dozen bi ds, including everything 
from a cockatoo to an eagle. 

The affairs of the Hagenbeck menagerie, 
which had delighted thousands of young 
and old people on the Midway at the 
World’s Fair and last week at McVicker’s 
Theater, are somewhat mixed. But what 
landed the animals in the Sheriff's hands 
was a confession of judgment filed in the 
Circuit Court against Carl Hagenbeck by 
Attorneys Vocke and Healy, who represent 
Edward Dyerling. Dyerling is one of the 
lion-tamers who performs under the stage 
name of Darling. The amount which he 
says is due him is $4,695, and it is to secure 
the payment of this sum that the judgment 
was turned over to the Sheriff. An execu- 
tion was issued soon after noon and Deputy 
Sheriff Lee started out to take charge of the 
property. He was accompanied by the train- 
er, who assured him the animals were per- 
fectly harmless. To prove this Mr. Dyer- 
ling put his hand in a lion’s mouth and in- 
vited the, Deputy Sheriff to follow his ex- 
ample. But Mr. Lee shook his head and 
stood at a respectful distance. As he was 
responsible for the welfare of the animals 
he hired the animal trainer and half a dozen 
assistants to feed and take care of the wild 
beasts while they are in his custody. 

Attorney Healy said yesterday the fail- 
ure was caused by the non-performance of 
the agreement entered into between the 
Hagenbeck Arena company and Carl Ha- 
genbeck. 

After the close of the Fair the Arena com- 
pany was organized for the purpose of tak- 
ing the show on the road. The promoter of 
the enterprise was S. M. Hoffheimer, one of 
the trainers. The contract stipulated that 
the company should provide the places for 
exhibition, make all the arrangements, pay 
all bills, and then divide the proceeds ac- 
cording to an agreed percentage. Hagen- 
beck agreed to furnish theanimals and nec- 
essary trainers and trust to the percentage 
for his profits. All went well and the com- 
pany is said to have made money until the 
show struck New Orleans. There the ani- 
mals were attached, and in order to get out 
of town Dyerling advanced enough money 


to pay salaries. There was also money due 
him for salary, but he did not press his 
claim as he hoped to pull the show out of its 
difficulty. 

At the close of the engagement at McVick- 
er's musicians who claimed $500 in back Sal- 
aries threatened to attach the property, 
and Dyerling again came forward with 
funds to meet the emergency. There was 
not money enough left to get to Peoria, 
where the show was to exhibit this week, 
so the animals were taken to the livery 
barn and housed there. The Peoria engage- 
ment had to be canceled, as well as a num- 
ber of others, including the one at the Hay- 
market Theater. 

Cart Hagenbeck, trainer and owner of the 
animals, is in Europe. He has no knowl-
